It was nice meeting you on November 4 th , and speaking with you again soon thereafter. As you know, Park Strategies, 
LLC and I are registered with the U.S. Department of Justice, under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, as agents on 
behalf of our client, the Taipei Economic and Cultural Representative Office (TECRO) in the United States. 

As I also mentioned the last time we spoke, TECRO tells us that U.S. House Committee on Foreign Affairs Committee 
Chairman Howard Berman flew from mainland China to Taiwan in August 2009. His five-Member delegation also 
included Representatives Eni F.H. Faleomavaega (D-AS), Jack Kingston (R-GA), Ruben Hinojosa (D-TX) and Diane Watson 
(D-CA). As you can see in the Press Release on the committee's website, 

http://www. internationalrelations.house.gov/news. asp?pg=3, Chairman Berman was in Taipei one day (August 21 st ) 
after he was in Beijing (August 20 th ). We're told the plane may have flown over Japanese airspace, but that it did take 
off from Beijing and land in Taipei. Again, were Senator Feinstein to also ever make such a trip, she'd be the first U.S. 
Senator to do so (at least, since 1949). 

Aside from the positive Taiwan non-news to come out of President Obama's P.R.C. visit, Taipei and Beijing also yesterday 
inked the long-awaited Financial Services MOU below. As a leader on cross-Strait issues, who appears to be on the same 
page with the current Taiwan government (aside from rice, of course), any Taiwan visit by Senator Feinstein would be a 
momentous occasion. Do let us know if Senator Feinstein might have any desire to visit Taiwan, and if we can be at all 
helpful in that regard. Take care, keep in touch.

China, Taiwan sign landmark deals to open financial sectors

SAN FRANCISCO (MarketWatch) - China and Taiwan signed long-awaited memoranda 
of understanding Monday to increase access to each others' financial sectors, marking a 
milestone in relations after 60 years of sharp antagonism between the two sides.

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The MOUs will reportedly allow mainland Chinese and Taiwanese financial and insurance 
firms to operate on each other's territory. They also cover information exchange, financial 
inspection and crisis management, reports said. 

The non MOUs will take effect in 60 days, according to Dow Jones Newswires. 

Still, the deals are non-binding and still carry restrictions. Taiwanese banks, for example, will 
likely have to wait at least two years before they are allowed to do business in Chinese yuan. 
Taipei will also reportedly not allow Chinese investors to buy into its financial sector, although 
Morgan Stanley said details on this are still uncertain. 

However, the MOUs' larger significance includes setting the stage for a wider free-trade deal, 
expected sometime next year. 

China's state-run Xinhua news agency said banking regulatory institutions of both sides will 
cooperate to share information, establish institutions, and conduct emergency management, 
to ensure stable development of the banking sectors both in the mainland and Taiwan. 

The agreement comes despite longstanding political enmity between the two sides. The island 
of Taiwan was the most significant piece of territory not taken by the Communists when they 
gained control of the mainland in 1949, and Beijing still considers it to be a rebellious province. 

The MOUs are part of a broader rapprochement under Taiwanese President Ma Ying-jeou as 
China solidifies its position as a global economic power -- despite some concerns about the 
potential effect on Taiwan's de facto political independence. See full story on Taiwan's China 
policy. 

The Xinhua report said that China Banking Regulatory Commission chairman Liu Mingkang 
signed at least one of the MOUs on behalf of Beijing. 

Taiwan's banks have eagerly anticipated the opportunity to expand into China, according to 
Dow Jones, which said that currently some 40 local banks and 30 foreign lenders serve just 23 
million people locally, "making it the most unprofitable banking market in Asia."
